If these figures are 
added to the issues of the American Bible Society, 
which have already been published as 4,049,610 yol- 
nines, a superb total of 14,308,595 volumes represents 
the missionary circulation of the Scriptures on the part 
of the English-speaking people all over the world. To 
this would have to be added the commercial circula 
tion of the Scriptures by the great Bible presses—Ox- 
ford, Nelson & Sons, The International, and others,

Str: Of the great changes going on nowa- 

days in the Balkans I will not speak here; 
they are already known the world over. Of 
these great and unexpected changes some of 
the causes have been pointed out of late. Our 
brave and victorious army has been justly 
praised. But to make our people and its 
army what they are to-day many forces have 
been at work for many years. Multitudes of 
our young men went to Europe and America, 
where they received their education, and, 
coming back, they did their best in awaken- 
ing the nation, then kept under political and 
‘religious oppression. More schools were 
opened all over the country. The American 
Robert College in Constantinople has done 
incalculable service to the nation. The 
National Orthodox Church also has done 
‘much in its own way. 

But one of the great factors in the awaken- 
ing and the progress of our nation has been 
-almost lost sight of, at least in some quarters. 
And having lived almost three-quarters of a 
‘century, and having studied carefully the 
‘causes of the development of our people, I 
‘feel it my sacred duty to point out this factor, 
‘namely, the old yet always new and fresh 
Bible and the evangelical work connected 
‘with it. 

For the last fifty to sixty years this won- 
-derful book, given us in our native tongue 
iby the British and Foreign Bible Society and 
tthe American Bible Society, has been freely 
distributed among our people by thou- 
sands, and has made its way into the cities 
jand villages, and been read with eagerness 
iby thousands. 

The good leaven did its work, as it always 
does. The Bible has begun a glorious work 
in our nation. It has really transformed the 
ideas of multitudes in religion, in politics, and 
even in science. It has influenced all classes 
-—the common people, the educated, and even 
‘the clergy of the national church. All think 


differently now from what they would if the 
Bible had not been so widely circulated among 
the people. The Bible has not been so freely 
and so widely spread among any other nation 
in the Balkans, and to-day, although this nation 
is the youngest of all, no other Balkan nation 
is SO progressive and so tolerant. There is 
in no other Balkan state—not to mention even 
some old European states—such freedom for 
people of all nationalities and religions. In 
this respect Bulgaria is the small Balkan 
England and America, thanks mainly to the 
Bible. Of course, there is much yet to be 
done; we are only beginning. 

The work of the American missionaries 
also is not to be overlooked. Through them, 
mainly, was the Bible given to the people. 
They, going, as freely asin England or Amer- 
ica, from one end of Bulgaria to the other, 
preached the good news to multitudes in cities 
and villages. They printed and distributed 
good books and tracts. For thirty-three 
years they have issued the weekly Zornztsa, 
which has done, and is now doing, effective 
work. They opened schools in Samokov, 
Lovetch, Bitolia, and Salonica, besides Robert 
College and the College for Girls in Constan- 
tinople. 

In these institutions many of our young 
men and women got their education, and they 
are occupying positions of leadership as states- 
men, officers, pastors, authors and journalists, 
teachers, and mistresses of the home. The 
American Collegiate and Theological Institute 
in Samokov has done much for the nation in 
an especial line also. Some of its graduates 
became servants of the gospel, preaching to 
hundreds and thousands the Christian princi- . 
ples of truth and righteousness. Many evan- 
gelical churches have been organized in the 
country, and almost all the pastors and other 
evangelical workers in Bulgaria, from the 
Danube to the 42gean Sea, have been students 
in these institutions; these have been and 
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now are instruments in the awakening and the 
progress of our nation. It is graduates of 
this institution who thirty-eight years ago 
organized “‘The Bulgarian Evangelical So- 
ciety,’’ which has done and now is doing grand 
work throughout the nation. 

Let, therefore, the good Christians in Great 
Britain, America, and other countries who 
have given their money for the Bible and the 
missionaries in Bulgaria be sure that their 
sacrifices have not been in vain. And in ex- 
pressing our hearty thanks to all those good 
friends for the Bible and the evangelical work 
among our people, I express the heartfelt 
gratitude of thousands of my fellow country- 
men. 

I cannot forget the great relief work that 
Great Britain and America are doing through 
the missionaries and otherwise. Through this 
Christian aid many thousands have been 
saved from death, and many more from 
misery. 

In closing, let me say that Bulgaria will 
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need the sympathy and the prayers of the 
great Christian nations in the future too. 
The political atmosphere in Europe is not 
yet clear. The Great Powers have again 
taken the Balkan question in their hands, and 
somehow they are keeping the unfortunate 
Balkan peoples in suspense, as if with the 
express purpose of exhausting them. At the 
same time, intrigues are doing their evil 
work among the Allies, and the Balkan Alli- 
ance is in great danger. For someof us, who 
have been the champions of this Alliance, the 
thought of its breaking up is especially pain- 
ful. But we still hope that, after all, it may . 
be saved; that the other Balkan states may 
give the Bible and its agents the same free- 
dom that they have found in Bulgaria; that 
real Brotherhood may begin to reign among 
them, and that the Confederacy of the Balkans 
may develop a real Christian civilization 
worthy of its light.

du convert in India. His oldest sister, under 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, isin | 
charge of a mission school for high caste girls 
in Bombay. Two other sisters finished their 
education at Herkimer, N. Y., and returned to © 
India, taking up missionary work, one in the 
Isabelle Thoburn College, Lucknow, India, 
and the other Zenanua work in Bombay. 
Converted in his youth, Mr. Chovey at-— 
tended the Presbyterian Mission College at 
Allahabad. While there he took the Wm. — 
Jennings Bryan prize in oratory which, while — 
making his tour in India, Mr. Bryan gave to 
the student excelling in public speaking. 
For the past two years he has been work- — 
ing his way through an American university. © 
He comes to the Coast from Syracuse (N.Y.) — 
University, where he is taking a university 
and medical course, and plans to return to. 
India as a medical missionary. He will spend 
the summer visiting the various Hindu camps’ 
on the Coast, carrying with him a supply of 
Hindu Scriptures.

FIRST ANNUAL DINNER, PHILIPPINE SOCIETY 


Notes and Comments 


HE first annual dinner of the recently 
organized Philippine Society was held at 
the Hotel Plaza, June 10, 1913. The above 
picture of this gathering will be of interest to 
our readers. Among those present were rep- 
resentatives of the Foreign Missions Boards, 
including the American Bible Society, at work 
in these islands, as well as officers of the 
American Government, at some time in the 
service of these islands, including Hon. Wil- 
liam H. Taft, Gen. Luke E. Wright, and 
others. The Hon. Manuel L. Quezon, a del- 
/egate to Congress from the Philippine Islands, 
‘was one of the speakers. It was an interest- 
ing fact to those in the Bible House that the 
Rev. J. L. McLaughlin passed through New 
York that very day to take ship for his return 
‘to his Agency in Manila by way of the great 
“World Sunday School Conference, at Zurich, 
Switzerland. oe 
Tur General Assembly of the Southern 
Presbyterian Church adopted the report of 
‘the Permanent Committee on the Bible Cause 
‘which was presented by the Rev. Thomas H. 
Law, D. D., the chairman of the committee. 
The Christian Observer, giving the account of 
‘the General Assembly, presents the following 
abstract from this report on the Bible Cause: 
: It must be a cause of special 
| eee to us as a Church that we havea 
‘great agency, well organized and equipped, 
‘whose one business it is to circulate the 


Scriptures, and is distributing the 
Bible more extensively than ever among all 
classes. The demand upon this So- 
ciety has in no wise relaxed. ‘The opportu- 
nities have been so overwhelming as to make 
the agents stand aghast and exclaim, ‘Whois 
sufficient for these things?’ Take a single 
illustration. Last year the American Bible 
Society reports that it put in circulation in 
China 1,368,098 copies of the Scriptures. 
Students in the public schools are demanding 
to have the Bible taught and freely purchase 
it for their own use, and at one of the great 
fairs in Peking one colporteur sold on an 
average one thousand copies a day for twelve 
days. And yet the actual demand is not half 
supplied. Reports from other heathen lands 
similar in character might be given. 

The committee would heartily commend this 
great cause to the sympathy, the prayers, and 
the liberal support of all the people.’’ 

Dr. Law informs us that this Church in its 
budget for the year has named $10,000 for the 
Bible cause. This is most gratifying, and it 
isa great satisfaction that the American Bible 
Society is placed in the heart of the benevo- 
lences of this Church, as, it seems to us, it 
should be in all churches. 


Tue General Conference of the Seventh 
Day Adventists has been in session recently 
for its thirty-eighth session at Tacoma Park, 
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a suburb of Washington, D.C. By special 
invitation Dr. Fox stopped at Takoma Park 
on his way home from the General Assem- 
blies, and presented the cause of the Society. 
The session was held in a large tent in a 
grove, and there were from 2,500 to 3,000 
persons present. Dr. Fox spoke for nearly 
an hour on the work of the Society. The 
audience contained representatives of the 
mission body from many countries. At the 
close of the service a collection was taken 
amounting to nearly $150, and this was sup- 
plemented by the formal Voting of a grant of 
$500 from the mission treasury of the Seventh 
Day Adventists for the work of the Society. 
So large and so prompt a response to an ap- 


peal to such an audience on behalf of the So-- 
ciety has never been surpassed and probably” 
never equaled, in the knowledge of the offi- 


cers of the Bible Society. 


THE great gathering of veterans on the field 
of Gettysburg to commemorate the fiftieth anni- 
versary of that hard fought battle has occupied 
the thoughts of the Secretary of our Atlantic 
Agency. It has seemed very desirable that 
where so large a body of men are brought 
together there should be earnest effort to 
influence them for good by all proper means, 
not the least: of which is by offering them 
Bibles and Testaments. 

The Rev. Dr. Eckard, Secretary of the 
Atlantic Agency, made application to the 
Quartermaster at Gettysburg for permission 
for six colporteurs of the American Bible So- 
ciety to enter the great camp for Bible dis- 
tribution during the celebration. We can 
imagine his delight when the Quartermaster 
gave his permission, and added that he would 
provide two tents for the six colporteurs, 
with six cots for their use, from June 28th to 
July 7th, and that there would be no difficulty 
about their obtaining the privilege of messing 
in the camp during that period. Wecertainly 
extend hearty thanks to the Quartermaster 
for this kindly reception of Dr. Eckard’s re- 
quest.

NOTHER very important and impressive 
year has transpired in the history of the 
American Bible Society, 
and we find the results of 
our efforts in the Western 
Agency most gratifying, as 
the circulation of Scriptures 
has gone forward very suc- 
cessfully. Our colporteurs 
have continued faithful and 
untiring in their efforts to 
distribute God’s Holy Word. 
While our territory covers a 
large area, the population 
So scattered and composed 
of a large foreign element, 
our workers have grasped 
the opportunity, and we 
find that practically all have 
accomplished much toward 
evangelizing the alien. But 
the foreigners have not 
been the only ones reached, 
for our colporteurs have 
traveled into the distant 
rural communities and ham- 
lets, through snow, rain, 
and mud, ministering to 
our English-speaking peo- 
ples, as will be seen by 
reading this report. 
While our Agency shows 
a greater progress in its cir- 
culation of Scriptures, and shows much prog- 
ress having been made during the year in 
various other ways, our work has been greatly 
hindered because of the death of our Agency 
Secretary on November 2, 1912.

‘The Rev. G. E. Farnam, who so faithfully 
conducted the work of our Agency during the 
past year, has been called to his heavenly 
home. Mr. Farnam was a noble and refined 
Christian man; he was concientious and pains- 
taking in all his work, and was especially 
anxious to see that the Word of God was 
placed in the hands of the many who do not 
know our Master. His gentle, Christian 


spirit made for him strong and lasting friends,

The Field 


Our field’ of work em- 
braces nine of the western 
States, vzz., ‘Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Montana, Idaho, 
Utah, Arizona, New Mexi- 
co, Wyoming, and Colo- 
rado, an area of 904,850 
square miles, with a popu- 
lation of practically eight 
millions. We have been 
at work in every one of 
these states, increasing our 
colportage forces in the 
southern states toward the 
close of the year, among 
the Mexicans or Spanish- 
speaking peoples. 

We find it to be anything 
but an easy task to push 
out into these isolated 
places. The foreigners are 
not the only ones who know 
nothing about the Christ 
and his precious Word; for 
we find the Americans who 
have gone into these places to make their 
homes, have been so long out of a religious 
atmosphere that they have forgotten all and 
have become very indifferent. Our workers 
find it just as hard to reconvert these people 
as it is to make new converts of the foreign 
element. We also find it very expensive to 
reach these out-of-the-way places, but the 
Master spent hours of his busy life to talk 
with one woman, and our representatives 
know it is Christlike. 

We are more and more impressed with this 
territory’s needs, its complexities, and its 
great possibilities. Since it has only been. 
twenty- -five or thirty years that our first 
pioneers found their way into these states to 
establish their homes, it can readily be seen 
thatthe physical development has hardly be- 
gun, and we therefore want our work of Bible 
distribution to grow and develop as our terri- 
tory grows and develops. 


Colportage Force and Their Work 
The Western Agency has had the co-oper- — 
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ation of forty-one regular colporteurs and 
seventeen correspondents during the year, or 
a total of fifty-eight persons regularly em- 
ployed in the distribution of the Bible. These 
workers have visited 912 towns and had to 
travel 38,269 miles in order to do so. They 
report having visited 86,661 families, and out 
of this number 8,223 acknowledged they did 
not possess a copy of the Bible; 2,434 of these 
were among the very poor and were given a 
Bible by our Society. This will give one 
some idea of the character of missionary effort 
in this field. 

We have sold Scriptures in the following 
languages in this.Agency during the year: 

Albanian, Arabic, Armenian, Blind, Bohe- 
mian, Bohemian-Slovak, Bulgarian, Chinese, 
Croatian, Danish, Dutch, English, Finnish, 
French, German, Greek, Hebrew, Hungarian, 
Icelandic, Italian, Japanese, Korean, Latin, 
Lithuanian, Navaho, Norwegian, Polish, 
Portuguese, Roumanian, Russian, Ruthenian, 
Servian, Slavic, Slovak, Slovenian, Spanish, 
Swedish, Syriac, Turkish, Welsh, Yiddish, 
Zulu; or a total of forty-two languages.

Eight of these are experienced mission work- 
ers and have worked exclusively among the 
foreigners this year. Two of these men, 
Ottario Ciarletta and Niccolo Accomando, are 
colporteur-missionaries, since they co-operate 
with our Society and some other Christian 
organization, each organization paying one 
half their salaries, they to divide their time 
equally between selling Bibles and their mis- 
sion work. 

We wish we could select a paragraph or 
more from the remarkable stories of these 
colporteurs, but it may be better to give one 
report more in full, and we have chosen one 
of unusual interest and significance. 
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Rade Pesut 


One of our most sincere workers is Rade 
Pesut, working in St. Louis and nearby places. 
His story this year is of considerable length, 
but his experiences are so varied and interest- 
ing to our readers that it seems most impos- 
sible to make it shorter. He is a Bohemian 
by birth, but works among twenty-one nation- 
alities,as follows: Russian, Ruthenian, Polish, 
Servian, Bohemian, Croatian, Krainer, Bul- 
garian, Hebrew, English, German, Hungarian, 
Lithuanian, Greek, Arabian, Turkish, Arme- 
nian, Spanish, Portuguese, Albanian, and Rou- 
manian. Below is an account of his year’s 
work in his own words: 

‘‘Bible distribution among the so-called 
Christians, including the sects of Protestant- 
ism, presents varying difficulties. I am im- 
pressed with the fact that so many of these 
so-called Christians know so little about what 
the Bible is or what its teachings are. Of 
course, we expect this state of ignorance 
among the members of a church which per- 
sistently denies the Bible to its people, as 
does the Catholic Church; but among the 
Protestants there are many who confess 
that their knowledge of the Bible is limited 
to the teachings they have heard in the Sun- 
day school or in the church. There is a good 
opportunity for teaching the Bible truths 
among the Christians, and indeed it is very 
necessary that this teaching shall be under- 
taken. Wherever I have an opportunity among 
such people I try to teach them something of 
the meaning of the Bible. Men will refuse 
me, saying, ‘We have a Bible,’ or ‘We know 
what the Bible teaches,’ and then I must chal- 
lenge their attention, either by asking them 
to interpret some verse of Scripture, or if 
they have read a certain passage. It often 
happens that I am requested to explain a pas- 
sage of Scripture which has enlisted the in- 
terest of the hearer, and then a sale of Bibles 
or portions is probable. But the sales of the 
Scriptures are incidental to the more impor- 
tant work of teaching people. The need of 
the present generation is a better knowledge 
of the Bible teachings, if the Bible is to regain 
its authority over their lives. The ignorance 
of Americans in regard to the Bible is pa- 
thetic. I am so often asked, ‘Are you selling 
Baptist Bibles?’ ‘Are your books Methodist 
books?’ ‘Have your books the signature of 
the archbishop?’ To all such questions my 
reply has been: ‘There is but one Bible. It 
does not belong to any one denomination, but — 
to all denominations. There is but one God, 
and one Bible, and this is God’s Word.’ Iam ~ 
not usually disputed on this proposition. If I 
do not succeed in making a sale, it is because - 
the purchaser already has a Bible or cannot 
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afford to buy the Scriptures. My hope is 
that this teaching helps the hearers to some 
understanding of the unity of the great com- 
pany of Christians, no matter by what sec- 
tarian names some of them may be called. 

““A colporteur’s work must be. intensive, 
and he must visit the same homes again and 
again and devote a great deal of his time to 
teaching Bible truths, in order to gain the 
attention of the city people. Last year I sold 
the Scriptures pretty generally among the 
Croatians and Servians of this city, but the 
immigration to St. Louis of these people dur- 
ing the year has been very small, and my 
sales among them have fallen 
off. I have been forced to seek 
to make ‘sales’ among other 
nationalities. I have been suc- 
cessful in making the largest 
number of sales to the poorer 
classes among the Americans, 
those who do not attend church 
services and who are practically 
neglected by the church to-day. 
The next group of ‘buyers’ are 
the Slavic people, and the third 
group are the Hungarians. The 
most difficult people I have met 
are the so-called educated Ameri- 
cans, and then the educated peo- 
ple of any nationality; but by far 
the most difficult of all are the 
Hebrews. I can get so little re- 
sponse from the Hebrews, save 
from the atheists and the social- 
ists among them. The ordinary 
Jew refuses me, saying, ‘No, no, 
we don’t want the Bible; we know 
what the Bible teaches ;’ and they 
close the door. Whether English 
or German-speaking Jews, my 
experiences have been about the 
same. I don’t know what the 
average Jew thinks about the 
Bible. So far as I can see, these 
people are thinking most about 
money making. A Jew in Pitts- 
burg said to me once, ‘I want 
money; I want more money; I 
want most money. These are my trinity of 
holiness.’ What can be done for a people of 
such materialism? Yet once this race was the 
conservator of the world’s best idealism. 

*‘T asked a Jew why he was not a Christian. 
“Why do you not believe on Christ?’ These 
questions were only asked after I had won 
the man’s confidence and his friendship. He 
declared that the Jews have a better religion. 
They have not so many beggars, they are 
better educated, and have a religion which 

eaches them to love one another, and to put 
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this teaching into everyday life. ‘We can 
prove that we do more for charity and for 
social service than do your Christians. We 
are temperate, not drunken;. we are self-re- 
strained, not licentious; we are God-fearing 
and your Christians are idolatrous. You 
Christians are not able to teach us. Your re- 
ligion is behind the times.’ It seems quite 
impossible to distribute Bibles successfully 
among a people who think like this. 

The atheists are a numerous company; 
they are found among Americans, Jews, and 
foreigners. The foreigners in America seem 
easily affected by our prevalent liberty of re-

ligious thought and of speech. At first they 
are Critical of the clergy of the old-country 
churches; then they note and criticise the low 
moral standards of some of the clergy; then 
social and industrial wrongs lead them to 
criticise the church, the church members, and 
finally to question the authority of the Bible 
itself. Those atheists who are free from 
socialism seem more ignorant: they are not. 
so ready of speech, and not so stubborn in — 
their opposition as are the atheist-socialists, 
who have invited God out of their universe 
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and seated a socialist ideal upon his throne. 
These atheists can be won by Christians, or 
they will be fascinated by the socialists, but 
they will not long stand alone. The Christian 
Church in every community should be alert 
to this possibility, and endeavor to reach the 
unchurched classes before socialism becomes 
their good and their god. 

“The socialists too are a growing com- 
pany, and the significance of the growth of 
socialism seems unnoted by many loyal 
Americans. Socialism is growing more rap- 
idly among native Americans than itis among 
the immigrants, though the foreigner in 
America is an apt pupil. He learns readily 
both good and bad. 

‘“‘T had a twenty-minute conversation with 
a German socialist one day, and was unable 
to sell him a Bible. I asked him for permis- 
sion to come to see him another day, and he 
readily invited me to come. When I visited 
him the second time he at once purchased a 
Bible; his attitude toward me and toward so- 
ciety and the church was much more friendly 
than it had been before. The way to cure 
socialism is to live the teachings of Jesus 
Christ in daily life. Even when a socialist 
will not admit the divinity of Jesus, he will 
claim him as the first socialist. 

“YT found a German Catholic who told me 
that his brother is a priest and his uncle a 
cardinal in Prussia. I began to teach him 
about the Bible, and he said he was a social- 
ist; that his brother, the priest, said that no 
educated man believes in God. This German 
insists that priests and preachers are ‘foolish 
men,’ because they preach a-gospel for the 
poor man and have no gospel for the rich 
man. They teach the poor to submit to law- 
ful authority, but there is no lawful authority 
to restrain. the lawless rich. ‘Besides,’ added 
my critic, ‘if God made the world, as the 
Bible says, God is able to send a wife and 
good teacher to the poor man, and not such 
foolish teachers as my uncle and my brother.’ 
It seems to me that this man’s heart was 
leading in two ways, and that it was a struggle 
with him to decide which path to follow. He 
insisted that his family life was essentially 
Christian, but as to society, he is an avowed 
and incurable socialist, openly hostile to the 
Christian Church. 

“An interesting example of the way a 
foreigner’s mind works with reference to 
Bible distribution is shown by the reasoning 
of a Pole whom I-found in the Lead Belt, 
who declared that the ‘Bible is a Protestant 
book and not a Catholic book, because there 
isa “club” in St. Louis that gives the Bible 
free to Catholic foreigners, and therefore it 
must be a missionary book to make Protes- 
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tants of good Catholics.’ This will show how 
truth becomes mixed with error, and how 
careful Christians must be not to let their 
‘good be evil spoken of.’ I have had other 
experiences with foreigners who would buy 
the Bible, but if it were offered to them free 
of charge they looked upon the book with 
suspicion, and feared the giver were an emis- 
sary of the evil one. 

‘The possibilities of evangelization of the 
foreign populations of the Lead Belt are sug- 
gestive of the opportunity of the evangelical 
church among the foreigners everywhere in 
America. 
show the enthusiasm for the salvation of souls 
that is shown by the Salvation Army, if it 
have a passion for the welfare of men equal 
to that shown by the socialists, if its enthu- 
siasm and its passion are illuminated by true 
education to discern between truth and error, 
the evangelical church can easily make a con- 
quest of the foreigner by taking his formal 
Christianity and filling it full of spiritual life. 
‘I am come,’ saith the Saviour, ‘not to 
destroy but to fulfill’—not to take life away, 
but to fill it full of spiritual life. 

‘“‘T have visited several hundreds of stores, 
groceries, butcher shops, and the public mar- 
kets during the winter, and have been sur- 
prised by my comparative failure to sell 
Bibles to the storekeepers. I have actually 
sold many more Bibles to barkeepers and 
saloon-keepers than I have sold to the store 
proprietors. 

‘““An educated young Jew who claimed to 
be a free-thinker declared he did not believe 
in the Bible. He said he had no religion. I 
asked him to recommend to me some good 
book in the place of the Bible. He said, 
‘Read the works of Ingersoll.’’ I asked him, 
“Who was Ingersoll?” He said, ‘The son of 
a Methodist preacher.’ Then I pointed out 
to him how Ingersoll owed his education to 
Christianity, and asked what Ingersoll had 
done to better the world. Had he built 
churches, colleges, or hospitals? The young 
man could not readily reply. Then I asked 
him if he was ready to throw away the teach- 
ings of his Jewish mother and substitute for 
them the teachings of Ingersoll, and his 
countenance changed as he answered in alow 
voice, ‘No.’

“Looking over the past year, I feel much 
encouraged in my work. There is an advance

Again, in looking toward our foreign popu- 
lated states, we can see a million opportuni- 
ties lying before us, where the distribution of 
God’s Word will give them their first step 
toward Christianity. As one of our colpor- 
teurs has said: “‘The American Bible Society 
still lives—the greatest body in the world— 
always ready to put the blessed Book into the 
hands of the people, money or no money.”’

THE WISE MAN’S IDEA OF THE SOLAR SYSTEM 


represents the ancient theory of the celes- 
tial system, which was worked out by wise 


men of the East centuries ago in order to ex- 
plain the movements of the heavenly bodies, 
including the sun, around the earth, regarded 
as the center of the universe. Each one of 


the circles represents a hollow sphere, which 
was supposed to revolve around the earth, 
and to carry with it one of the planets or the 
sun or the moon. Inthe diagram the name 
of each sphere is written in Arabic, as the 
sphere of Mercury, the sphere of Venus, the 
sphere of Mars, the 
sphere of the Sun, etc. 
The curious writing all 
round the diagram con- 
sists of notes in regard 
to the various spheres, 
and to their movements 
with relation to each 
other. 

The whole picture 
shows part of a page of 
a manuscript note-book 
of a young Moham- 
medan from Turkey 
who went to Persia a 
number of years ago to 
study astronomy with 
one of the “ Magi,’’ or 
wise men, who was a 
Fire-Worshiper. The 
Mohammedan _§ student 
was diligent and en- 
thusiastic and tried 
to make the most of 
his opportunities, as 
can be imagined from 
inspection of the close- 


-ly written notes of the lectures which he 


heard. 4 ; : 
A very notable thing about this Mohamme- 


dan’s teacher, the Fire-Worshiper, was that 
he taught the student the Bible. _He explained 
it with such effect that the young Mohamme- 
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dan afterward became a Christian and was 
employed in the publication department of 
the American Board’s mission in Constantino- 
ple and by the Bible Societies on a committee 
for revising the Turkish Bible. Another 
noteworthy thing about the Fire-worshiper 
who taught the young Mohammedan is that 
he never saw a missionary, had never been 
taught Christianity by anyone, but had learned 
Christian truth through study of the Bible by 
himself. 

About a year ago the report of Bible work 
in Persia (Ninety-sixth Annual Report of 
American Bible Society, p. 301) contained an 
account of the baptism of a Persian Fire- 
Worshiper who had never seen a missionary, 
but had been led to faith in Jesus Christ as 
his Saviour by long study of the Bible. When 
the Fire-Worshiper went to Teheran and asked 
to be baptized, the missionaries questioned 
him closely as to his knowledge of Christian- 
ity. To their amazement they found that he 
knew the Bible from end to end, and that his 
faith in Jesus Christ was intelligent and rev- 
erent, so that he could give ample reasons for 
his=faith. This wise man of the East was 
therefore baptized without further question. 

It seemed probable that this Fire-Wor- 
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shiper who had been taught Christianity by 
the Bible alone was the same Fire-Worshiper 
who, without any instructor other than the 
Bible, had taught the young Mohammedan 
mentioned above. We now have a letter 
from Dr. C. A. Douglas of Teheran, dated 
March 19th, in which he says that the con- 
verted Fire-Worshiper whose baptism at Te- 
heran was reported last year was too young 
a man to have been the instructor of the 
young Mohemmedan from Turkey whom 
we knew. Dr. Douglas adds: ‘““The two 
separate stories of a Fire-Worshiper led to 
the truth through reading the Bible with no > 
human instrumentality, declare anew the won- 
derful out-reaching and revealing power of 
the divine touch. The two narratives have 
such community of striking detail that one is 
naturally led to imagine that they may pertain 
to the same individual.”’ 

The fact is that the conversion of two sepa- 
rate wise men from the little Fire-Worshiping 
community in Persia is more wonderful than 
would have been the appearance at Teheran 
for baptism of the one Fire-Worshiper of 
whom we knew years ago. The power of the 
Bible to grip the hearts of men is here once 
more shown in its amazing strength. 


A Doctor’s Diary 


PHYSICIAN who went out for a little 

trip along the New Jersey coast re- 
cently, sends the following interesting diary 
of Bible distribution: 


Monday, June 16, 1913. 

On the morning of this date, the weather 
being clear, wind northwest, the little 22-foot 
boat, ‘““The Sower,”’ started with two men to 
give out tracts and Testaments to all who 
would receive them on the way from the 
starting point, which was the upper bay of 
New York harbor, to the city of Philadelphia 
by the inside or canal-river route. We 
started to distribute to the schooners and 
barges anchored just off Red Hook, and then 
ran to Stapleton, S.1I., where we placed them 
on two large four-masted schooners and one 
or two smaller vessels, and then to the gaso- 
lene boat at Stapleton kept by a friend of one 
of the men on the Sower. Here we laid ina 
stock of gasolene and other oils and started 
for the Raritan River by the way of the south 
shore of Staten Island. We entered the 


where she tied up for the night inside the 
first lock. 
June 17, 1913. 

A clear morning; weather warm. Boat 
started at seven a. m. on her forty-four mile 
run through the canal. Every bridge tender, 
every lock tender, every boat that we met or 
passed received an envelope, and many resi- 
dents along the shore had an envelope tossed 
to the children or laid at their gate, with a 
prayer that God would bless it. We arrived 
at Bordentown at six p. m., and tied up at 
the dock for the night, having given out 
about fifty envelopes, which were received 
with respectful thanks. 

June 18, 1913. 

Started at 6.30 with the tide to run down. 
the Delaware River to Philadelphia. Stopped 
at Burlington to buy gasolene, and then ran 
on, giving to all boats met or passed. At 
Tacony we lost the tide and progress was 
slower; but we persisted, and at about twelve 
we reached the town, and in an hour we had 
given out about thirty envelopes, or all we 


mouth of the Raritan River, putting envelopes 
containing tracts and Testaments on several 
vessels anchored there. The little’ boat ar- 
rived at New Brunswick at. about six:p.'m., 


had done up ready to give out. So we took’ 
advantage of the flood tide to run back again 
to Bordentown. The short stay in Philadel- 
phia is explained by the fact that one of “a

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two had to be back to preach in his church 
on Sunday. So we arrived at Bordentown 
jat about four p.m., and tied np for the night, 
having made a great diminution in the stock 
of Testaments. 
June 19, 1913. 

Started at 7.30, a fine clear day, and entered 
‘the first lock homeward bound. At Trenton 
‘one of the men called on some friends and 
invited the family, consisting of four persons, 
‘to come with him fora sail. So after dinner 
sat their house at noon, they came tothe boat, 
sand we together rode on the canal. There 
‘was not so much to be given away, for we 
/were returning over the route, but the people 
‘seemed to be very kind and friendly all the 
‘way. Some said to us that they appreciated 
ithe literature given them and appeared to be 
ithankful. Our friend leftus as we passed the 
‘bridge to Princeton, we running on to Bound 
Brook, where we put up for the night at a 
‘lock, and went to the town for bed and meals. 

June 20, 1913. 

A cloudy morning andcooler. After a talk 
with the lock-keeper I became impressed with 
‘the fact that much can be done by getting

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closer to these people, entering their families, 
and talking withthem. I pray that our Father 
will open the way for another trip when more 
time may be given to individual presentation 
of the Word .... Everybody on the whole 
trip seemed so kind and friendly. Praise 
Godan. We ran to New Brunswick and 
through the Raritan River to Stapleton, S. Ie 
by the way of the Kills. Here we were in- 
vited to the house of a Christian and stayed 
all night, and had a blessed season of prayer 
and the Word before retiring. 
June 21, 1913. 

Morning cloudy; a heavy shower had come 
during the night. We arose at six a. m., and 
after breakfast we bid the dear family a good- 
by and started for the last of the run to Pow- 
ells Cove, College Point, arriving there at 
11.45 a.m. The last envelopes were placed 
on the battleship North Dakota, which had 
just arrived at the Staten Island anchorage.
